But: fnce now the Storm begins to Calm, 
and the antient Liberties and Fundamental Priviledges of this City, 

begin to receive their wonted luftre, and ſuch Governours ſet to t 
Helm of Affairs, as we hope will never Impare the publick Good, 
or give the World occafion to ſay, that ever they Forfault their 
wopted Charatter of Religion, Loyalty, and Bon accord. And 
fence all Citizens (now in the entry of your Government ) are 
giving all the Expreſſions of Joy in their Power upon this Exigent, 
we judge our ſelves bound to throw in our Mite, ng you to be 
Men, not only well principÞd in the true Proteſtant Religion, but 
as we our ” wm ) are Abhorrers of all Popiſh Superſtitions and 
efrgns. Have therefore rejolved to add to the Solemnity of this 
day of your Elefton, by carrying his Holineſs in Proceſſion through- 
out this City in the greateſt Splendor, where in end he will meet 
with a fatal Doom. And left any ill princip'd or malicious per- 
ſons ſhould repreſent us or our Afions as | "veer man we have 
thought fit to give you aſſurance there is no ſuch Defigns, neither 
intend we to injure the Perſons or Goods of any. And to evidence 
our Ingenuity in this, we ſend you herewith the manner of the 
Procefhon, Indiftment, and Sentence of his Holineſs, with all its 
Circumflances and Solemnities ; which if ye will countenance with 
your preſence, will be taken very kindly. So wiſhing Projperity 
and Safety to all the Maintainers of the 'True Proteſtant Religion, 
the Preſeroation of His Sacred Majeſty, the Flouri/hing LA _ 
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Noble Patron and C , the pon en Government 
of you as Magiſftrats, a rwON ; riend/hip among 
all the true Cleans of Bon-accord. We ore in all Sincerity,

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4 true Account of His Holineſs Proceſſion at Aberdene, January 
11. 1689. Which was ſuppoſed to have been performed by His 
Holineſs in the greateſt Splendor, having come on e to 
Congratulat the good Succeſs the Roman-Catholicks in this 
Kingdom, & more particularly in Aberdene : In order to which 
His Holineſs being Seated on a Chair of State with His Crown 
on His Head, His Keys on His Arm, and Clothed with Scarlet 
Robes Lined with Ermine ; Began His Proceſſion from the Col- 
ledge- Gate, about four a-Clock in the Afternoon, and was ac- 
companied as follows, 


FR Marched a Company of Men carrying Links, fix a-breaſt. 
4 Next Marched the Janitor of the Colledge, carrying the Col- 
ledge Mace before fix Judges in Scarlet Robes. 

Next Marched four Whiſlers Sounding. 

Then four Prieſts, four Jeſuits, four Popiſh Biſhops, four Car- 


dinals, all ih their Robes, at a competent diſtance each from others,—- 


betwixt a Lane of burning Flambo's on each fide. 

- followed a Jeſuite in Embroidered Robes, carrying a great 
Croſs. Y 
Laſt of all came his Holineſs, carried on a MaSigcent Chair of 
State, with his Privy Counſellour the Devil ſometime appearing at 
his back, having a great number of burning 'Tapers about him. In 
this manner he 1s carried thorow all the Streets of the City, diſtribu- 
ting Pardons and Indulgences gratis: And being come to the 
High-Street, near the Grofs, he placeth himſelf on a 'Theatre 
Ere&ed on purpoſe ; where after ſeveral Adrefles made to his 


Holineſs, one of his Cardinals made the following Speech.

Pray then, Sir Devil, will ye but permit, (918 | 
If not to Court, unto the darkeſt it ; FH 
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Rather than ſend me to the King of France, 
To wipe his Breech. Oh, moſt ſad miſchance ! 
Dev. 'To Hell then go, in Chains I will you bind ; 
But Jeſuits a while muſt ſtay behind ; 
That while you'r on your Journey unto Hell, 
Theſe Lads may go and Ring the Trin'ty-Bell. 


At the end of the foreſaid Conference, the Devil endeavoured to 
throw His Holyneſs in the Fire, but was hindered by Order of a 
High Court of Juſtice, who having heard of His Holyneſs's Pro. 
ceſſion, reſolved to give him a fair Tryal by Law: And accord. 
ingly having Ere&ed a Bench, and the Judges having taken their 
Seats in their Robes, cauſed bring in His Holyneſs, attended by 
his good Friend Mr. Devil, (all the reſt of his friends deſerting 
him) and ordered the Clerk to read the following Inditement. 

Innocent the eleventh Univerſal Biſhop and Pope of Rome, pre- 
tended Succeſſor to St. Peter, thou art Indicted and Accuſed of 
High Treaſon againſt the moſt High and Eternal God, as an Ene- 
my to Religion, Monarchy and Government, and an open and 
avowed Murderer of Mankind. In ſo far as thou haſt taken upon 
thee to Uſurpe the Titles and Prerogatives only due to the Hea- 
venly Father, haſt moſt blaſphemouſly Ere&ed to thy ſelf unknown 
gods, and in contempt of thy Maker haſt Worſhipped and Adored 
them ; haſt Uſurped the Power of Dethroning Rog and Diſpoſ- 
ing of Kingdoms: Haſt upon pretence -of Religion committed 
Maſſacres and Murders, and Canoniz'd the Actors. And albeit 
thou thinks it damnable for Prieſts to Marry, yet thou proclaims 
it Vemial for them to commit Fornications and Adulteries before 
and after Confeſſion. 'Thou owns it meritorious for perſons to 
Cheat and Lie for advancing thy Intereſt, and Emitteſt _— 
ces to palliat theſe Faults. And therefore, Thou art guilty of the 
foreſaid horrid and execrable Crimes, which being found to be of 
verity, Thou ought and ſhould Forfault thy Life, Liberty and 
Goods, and ſuffer the Pain of Death, in ſuch Form and Manner 
as this High Court of Judicature ſhall think fit. 

After Reading of the forefaid Inditment, the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Interrogats 
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Interrogats his Holiness if het jected Guilty or not Guilty, to 
which his Holineſs (being Gonſcious of the Guilt of what was laid 
to his Charge) made no Anſwer; Thereafter the Court adduced 
ſufficient Proofs by the Canons of. the Church, Bulls, Pardons, 
and Indulgences lying in Proceſs, they found him Guilty of the 
Crimes contained in his Indi&tment, and therefore ordered the 
Clerk to read out the following Sentence. 

Before Reading of which (the Lyon King at Arms, and his 
Brethren Heraulds, and Purſevants, being called to be preſent in 
their Robes,) the 'Trumpets ſounded three=times ; thereafter the 
Clerk read, and Dempſter of Court proclaimed the following Sen- 
tence. 

Innocent the eleventh Univerſal Biſhop and Pope of Rome, pre- 
tended Succeſſor to St. Peter; Foraſmuch as thou art found Guilty 
by this High Court of Juſtice, of the horrid, treaſonable, and exe- 
cable Crimes contained in the Inditment ; Therefore, the Lord 
Chief Juſtice, and remanent Lords here preſent ſitting in Judg- 
ment, Decern and Ordain thy Body in all thy Pontificalls, to be 
taken immediately to the publick ods of Execution, and there to 
be burnt to aſhes, and ordains thy Blood to be tainted, thy Honours, 
Reputation and Fame, to be blotted out of all Records: That 
neither Thou, nor thy Emiſſaries, Nuncio, Cardinals, Biſhops, 
Prieſts, Jeſuits, Munks, Friars, Nuns, Whores, Bawds, or Pro- 
teſtants diſguiſed, (tho by a Marginal Note of the True Proteſtant 
Religion, without Suſpicion in the contrair ) be ever admitted in 
any Civil Society, or ever have - Power to bear Charge in any 

ice, Dignity or 'Truſt within this Kingdom, or City, in any 
ime hereafter. 


To which.the Dempſter of Courtadded; and this 7 give for Doom. 


After Reading of which Sentence, the 'Trumpets Sounded again 
three times ; and the Lyon King at Arms, and His Brethren He- 
nulds and Purſevants in their Robes, having the Pope's Arms in 
therr Hands, Repeated the Sentence, Ranverſ'd, and Teared his 
Coat Armorical, and threw it in his Face, 


The 
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The Lord Lyon and Herauſds, Al Reading of their Sentence 
in face of the Judicatory, March to the Croſs in their Robes, the 
Trumpets all the way Sounding before them; And again from 
the Croſs Proclaimed the former Sentence, with all its Solemni- 
ties; which being ended, his Holineſs was taken away from the 
Theatre, and the Sentence put in Execution againſt him. 

During the time of his Burning, the Spe&ators were intertained 
with Fire-works, and ſome other Divertiſements. 

After all was ended, the Trinity-Church-Bell (which was the 
only Church in Scotland taken from the Proteſtants and given to 
the Papiſts, wherein they a&ually had their Service) was Rung 


all the Night.
